At the regular meeting of the Teachers' 
Association held at the High school build 
ing so many of thosd appointed to take 
part in tht*exercises were absent that the 
program could only be imperfectly car­ 
ried out. 
This was partly due to mistake 
as to the place appointed. 
The exercises on Page's Theory and 
Practice was given by Prof Webster, ami 
methods of conducting a recitation were 
freely discussed and followed bv an in 
teresting statement of tin* brace method 
of teaching history. 
Miss Faust teaches 
each department of the study by black 
board analysis of ti.e subject, f ol l ow e d by 
directions for study, and further develops 
the matter under consideration by the use 
o! Queer Queries ami by frequent review

A talk on “ The Analytic and Synthetic 
met hods of teaching Grammar” closed the 
morning session. 
Mr. Hartwell's early 
experience and later observation lead him 
to think that analytic grammar has little 
to do with correct speech with tin* young ­ 
er pupils.

I he other topics of the afternoon were 
taken into general discussion, those to 
win m they* were assigned being un&void 
ably detained

bor explaining his absent e and stating his 
views was read, and opened the discus 
sion by it" statement that “ when L e e 
county can dispense with a sheriff and
